Hon. Obarles A. Sinclair was born in 


Bethlehem, N. H., Aug. '21, 1818. He 
fitted for Dartmouth college at'Philips 
Exeter academy and Newbnry, Vt., but 
did not graduate, as ho left college to 
enter upon tbe study of law iu the of 
flee of Hon. Harry Bingbam.

over law books proved far from interest 
ing, and when 21 he engaged in busi 
ness at Littleton, removing to Ports- 
month in 1873. About (bis time he be 
came engaged to tbe only daughter of 
Hon.

THK BUSINESS OUTLOOK 


Situation In General Lines of Trade Con- 


tinues to Show Great Strength. 


New Tork, April 23.—Bradstreet's says: 


The general business situation is one of 
quiet strength, while in industrial lines 
activity continues unabated. 
The well- 


nigh universal testimony of damage ot 
the winter wheat crop has had surpris- 
ingly little effect on prices as yet, owing 
partly to improved^ weather conditions, 
strengthening the hopes of a larger area 
in spring wheat, and also to good crop 
reports- abroad, and increased visible 


tsupplies as compared with a year ago. 


An .enlarged demand forthis country's 


manufactured products, is in some de- 
gree counterbalanced by the falling off 
in the value of agricultural exports, not- 
ably cereals and cotton, as compared 
with a year ago. 
For the month of 


March a drop of $18,000,000 in exports of 
breadstuffs, cotton, provisions, live cat- 
tle ,and mineral otla has been partlj 
made up by a gain of nearly $10,000,000 
in other products. Imports reflect tht 
Increased purchasing power of the coun- 
try, the total for-March being the largest 
since May, 1837. 
For the nine months' 


period, exports, as a whole, are a little 
less than double the imports. 


In iron and steel new business is of 


even smaller proportions, a notable ex- 
ception, however, being in the line of 
•wire goods and nails, on which prices 
have-been generally advanced.-^

agents is light.

Meanwhile 
the artillery shelled the trenches. The 
Filipinos stood until the Nebraska 
troops were right on the trenches and 
then bolted for the second Hue of 
trenches, a mile back. The First Ne- 
braska lost two privates killed and 
many wounded, including two lieuten- 
ant*. The Iowa regiment had several 
wounded. The Utah regiment bad one 
officer and several men wounded. Thir 
teen dead Filipino* were • found in the 
trenches, bnt their loss was compara- 
tively small, owing to their safe she! 
ter. 
The Americans carried the two 


line of trenches with small loss and 
are holding them. Col. Slotsenburg 
had the reputation of being one of the 
bravest officers in the army and always 
led his regiment and achieved remark- 
able popularity with his men. The loss 
in the Nebraska regiment is greater 
than io any other regiment The dis- 
aster greatly saddens the officer* and 
men.

Beports from all who had seen 
him within the' last month were that be 
was exceptionally well. 


It waa in May, 1895, that Governor 


Smyth suffered a severe shook and for a 
long time hi* life was despaired of. He 
gradually rallied, however, and was 
able to devote considerable attention to 
bin business interest*. Bis mind was 
strong and active and his general health 
was very gool, although he was unable 
to move around without assistance. Of 
late bis health has teemed to be improv- 
ing knd it is supposed that his death 
must have been the result of anotLer 
shock. 


Governor Smyth has passed the last 


three winters at Bermuda, where he 
hired a house for his own use. He 
sailed from New York this year, Jan. 
7tb, accompanied by Mrs. Smyth and 
her sister, Miss Elizabeth Cossar. 


The remains are expected to arrive in 


Manchester within ten days. 


Of late Governor Smyth has been 


brought before the public more promi- 
nently through the Concord & Montreal 
railway than by any other means. As 
president of the road aud as one of the 
heavy stockholders it was natural that 
in the recent complications and transac- 
tions which have taken place his »ay 
snould be considered as meaning consid 
! erable. 
Both he and the bank with 
i 
which he was connected owned much 
stock, and when the question of leasing 
the road to the Boston & Maine came up 
there was considerable interest as to 
which course the governor favored, A 
few years ago it is known that he was 
strongly opposed to any move looking 
towards a lease, but of late his ideas on 
the ques'i^n were somewhat changed 
and his iofluence went for leasing the 
road. The governor was also interested 
directly in a number of other financial 
institutions. 


Bnt if Governor Smyth owned a good 


share of this world's goods, he was also 
a generous and benevolent man. He 
gave cheerfully of bis abundance, and 
no man ever moie readily lent a hand 
to those who were trying to help them- 
selves. His public charities were large 
and amounted to many hundred dollars 
each year. He was an honored member 
of the Franklin-street society, where his

There* 
ire three gates along the river, flatiked 
by bastions, and from these- 'in old 
times drawbridges >„ crossed,, the«.rlvei\ 
and were raised at ni^ht, "wbeu the" 
gates were also securely "clo'sett." In 
Front of the eastern end of this wall, 
Caring the river, is the-Paseo de Magal- 
haues. or promenade of Magellan, 
graced • by -a monument Of the famous 
Portuguese navigator, who nrst discov- 
ered the Philippines for Spaiu.'anrt got 
himself killed near tlio Island of Oelra.
